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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 
Highlights of Insect Conditions 


Second-brood EUROPEAN CORN BORER remains major pest of sweet corn in Hudson Valley 
of New York and egg masses and larvae increased on corn in New Jersey. Third- 
brood larvae active in southeast Missouri and treatments for second-generation 
larvae underway in Wisconsin. CORN EARWORM infestations appear generally light. 
(p. 818). FALL ARMYWORM reported in Rhode Island and larvae increasing in New 
Jersey. Some damaging infestations to silage corn recorded in Frederick and Queen 
Annes Counties, Maryland, and damage to Coastal Bermuda grass continues in 
southeastern area of Texas. (pp. 818, 819). WESTERN BEAN CUTWORM damaging corn in 
areas of Nebraska and first damaging infestation of NORTHERN CORN ROOTWORM found 
in Michigan. WESTERN CORN ROOTWORM abundant in several areas of Nebraska. (p. 
819). CORN LEAF APHID increasing in several states; causing some concern to 
growers in Oklahoma. SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID populations increasing in Arizona. 

(p. 820). POTATO LEAFHOPPER caused yellowing of alfalfa in Maryland, Wisconsin 
and Nebraska; and SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE caused complete loss of some peanut 
fields in Clay and Early Counties, Georgia. (p. 821). ALFALFA CATERPILLAR 
continues to buildup in Arizona and some treatments applied to alfalfa in New 
Mexico. (p. 822). 


EUROPEAN RED MITE and TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE building up in orchards in several 
states. (p. 823).

BOLL WEEVIL migrations and damage increasing generally; controls will have to be 
continued to protect bolls. (p. 826). Activity of BOLLWORMS increasing in New 
Mexico, Arkansas, Tennessee, Mississippi and South Carolina and injurious 
infestations reported in Arizona, Texas and Oklahoma. (pp. 826, 827). 


PINE TUSSOCK MOTH outbreak in Bayfield and Douglas Counties, Wisconsin, occurs on 
approximately 60,000 acres; infestation moderate to heavy throughout area. 

(p. 829). ELM LEAF BEETLE completely defoliated elms in areas of Missouri; 
continued damaging in western Arkansas; foliage damage heavy to severe in 
practically all areas of Oklahoma; infestations moderate to heavy in panhandle 
and plains areas of Texas; and damaging in areas of Utah and Kansas. (pp. 829, 
830). BAGWORM continues damaging in several states; and MIMOSA WEBWORM abundant 
in some areas of Illinois and on some trees in Baltimore, Maryland. (p. 831). 


FACE FLY continues to spread in Wyoming, North Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas and Illinois. 
Activity at high level and bothersome to livestock in a number of states. HOUSE 

FLY populations high in areas of Missouri, Oklahoma and North Dakota; and HORN 

FLY and STABLE FLY continue bothersome in a number of areas. (p. 832). SCREW- 

WORM reported from southwest Arkansas, where adults have been heavy on cattle 

during the summer, and activity in Texas considered worse than in recent years. 

(p. 833). 


New JAPANESE BEETLE infestation found in Sacramento County, California. (p. 834).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 28 


Frequent light to heavy showers fell almost daily over the eastern quarter of the 
Nation, especially in the Atlantic States, unti!] late Saturday. Otherwise, mostly 
sunny weather prevailed over the country during the week, with showers in most 
areas on a day or two. The week was quite cool in the central and southern por- 
tions of the country east of the Rockies until late in the period when afternoon 
temperatures rose to near or into the 90's over the eastern two-thirds of the 
country, except in eastern Canadian Border and mountainous areas. Temperatures 
rose daily into the 90's and occasionally the 100's nearly all week in the northern 
Great Plains and during the first and middle of the week in the Far West. 


Temperatures averaged warmer than usual in the Far West, along the middle Canadian 
Border, and in the Northeast. These weekly averages were below normal from east- 
ern Nebraska and southern portions of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan southward 
to the Rio Grande Valley and Gulf and south Atlantic coasts. The departures 
ranged from more than 9° above normal in central and eastern Montana to about the 
same amount below in the northeastern Texas-western Arkansas area. 


Precipitation was heavy in the Atlantic States, sections of the Middle Gulf States, 
in the Tennessee area, the eastern Nebraska-western Iowa area, and the Lower Lake 
region. Elsewhere amounts were mostly light to moderate, with none in most of 
Texas and a few sections of the Great Plains. Griffin, Georgia, reported a total 
of 8.89 inches for the week; Towson Police Station, Maryland, 6.30 inches; Wash- 
ington, D. C., 5.17 inches; and Caribou, Maine, 3.60 inches. 


Rainfall in excess of 12 inches in 24 hours on the 26th and 27th in eastern and 
central Puerto Rico produced severe flooding with the loss of several lives and 
property and crop damages that may reach millions of dollars. Heavy rains accom- 
panied the strong winds and some hail resulted in damage also in the Tenana.Valley 
of Alaska. A hailstorm in the vicinity of Bainsbridge in southwestern Lower 
Michigan, caused about $100,000 damage, mostly in peaches.

CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - MARYLAND - Melanoplus sp. heavy in some red clover on Eastern Shore; 
30 per square yard. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ILLINOIS - Damage to corn and soybeans 
in northern three-fourths of State continued to increase; migrations from hay fields 
and unused land into these crops evident. Annual survey begun in southern part of 
State. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Melanoplus differentialis, M. femurrubrum 
and M. bilituratus ranged O-15 per square yard in fence rows and idle lands and 
0-8 per square yard in pasture and legume fields in south central area. Counts 

in this area lower than in any other area in State. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 
WISCONSIN - Damage to alfalfa and corn has occurred; migrations will probably 
increase. Losses to alfalfa will be greatest in those fields expected to be cut 
soon or to regrowth recently cut. With populations now present, a higher potential 
for 1962 is indicated. M. differentialis appears to be more plentiful and present 
over a greater area than for at least past several years, but comprised less than 
half of a very large total grasshopper population. Egg laying by adults expected 
to begin second week of September. Grasshopper populations extremely variable; 
heavy populations reported in Iowa, Washburn and Eau Claire Counties and moderate 
populations reported in Kewaunee, Racine, Door, Trempealeau, La Crosse, Washburn, 
Sawyer, Shawano, Manitowoc, Dunn, Oconte, Fond du Lac, Monroe, Dane, Marathon and 
Bayfield Counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Adult survey completed. 
Infestations in southern half of State quite spotty; mostly noneconomic to light 
populations. Threatening to severe infestations found in following districts; 
Southwest (Lyon, Lincoln, Jackson, Cottonwood, Murray Counties); south central 
(Faribault, Rice Counties); southeast (Houston, Goodhue, Dakota Counties); east 
central (Anoka, Washington Counties). M. femurrubrum by far predominant species 
in southern half of State. Only 2 fields in southwest had dominant populations of 
M. bivittatus. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NORTH DAKOTA - Grasshopper infestations continue 
to damage corn, flax and soybeans in many sections; adult surveys show widespread 
use of control measures in north central section. CNpeD a Lns sur.) SOULE 
DAKOTA - Light adult infestation exists in parts of Roberts and Grant Counties, 
northeast area; M. femurrubrum dominant species. Light infestation continues in 
Dewey County range and about 25,000 acres of threatening infestation occurs in 
southeastern Meade County near Howes; also light infestation noted in about 13 
townships in eastern Meade County. (Burge). NEBRASKA - Unidentified grasshoppers 
causing marginal injury to some corn in southwestern area. (Hill). OKLAHOMA - 
Counts of several grasshoppers dropped significantly in several areas in northwest 
and panhandle areas. Counts on rangeland in Ft. Supply area, Woodward County, 
average one per square yard; populations reported decreasing in Beaver County. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Continue damaging to crops in Nephi-Gunnison area of 
Juab and Sanpete Counties; few small nymphs encountered in Levan and Fayette 
areas. Much egg laying observed. (Knowlton). IDAHO - Migrations from Forest 
Service areas and rangelands to farmlands occurring in Camas County; bulk of 
populations developed on Conservation Reserve and roadside areas. Complete 
defoliation of alfalfa occurred in many Conservation Reserve fields and partial 
defoliation of crested and intermediate wheatgrasses occurred. Few fields of late 
grain had severe damage. However, little additional damage to grains expected. 
Fall-seeded wheat expected to be damaged unless control is undertaken. Severe 
damage occurring in late oat crops in Round Valley south of Cascade in Valley 
County; one field completely defoliated; Camnula pellucida, M. bivittatus and 

M. bilituratus dominant species; some controls applied. One clover field in 
latter area showed 70-90 dead grasshoppers per square yard after controls had been 
applied, with 3-5 per square yard still alive. (Evans, Aug. 11). M. bilituratus, 
M. bivittatus and M. femurrubrum generally noneconomic to light in northern 

Latah County. C. pellucida ranged as high as 18-20 per square yard locally in 
Sanders area of Benewah County and averaged 30 per square yard in pastureland 
locally in Shoshone County. M. bilituratus, M. bivittatus, M. femurrubrum and C. 
pellucida threatening in two areas of Kootenai County. Spot infestations of C. 
pellucida, M. bivittatus and M. bilituratus present in 2 areas of Boundary County; 
counts 10-12 per square yard. (Nonini, Cross; Aug. 18). One threatening area 
found north of Culver northeast of Sandpoint in Bonner County; M. bilituratus, M. 
femurrubrum ard C. pellucida counts 10-13 per square yard, with no serious damage 
evident. (Manis). NEVADA - Melanoplus spp. and Trimerotropis spp. averaged 
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0-2 per square yard in crop and rangelands in Churchill and Lyon Counties. M. 
bilituratus, M. packardii, M. femurrubrum and M. bivittatus varied 0-12 per square 
yard in alfalfa, wheat and pasture and 0-15 in field margins in Douglas County. 

¢. pellucida, M. bilituratus and M. femurrubrum averaged 7-10 per square yard in 


native grasslands in Genoa area, Douglas County. (Bechtel, Parker). 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - Few scattered infestations appeared on 
Conservation Reserve lands in Fremont County, WASHINGTON, <nd Camas County, 
IDAHO. Survey completed in NEVADA: approximately 23,000 acres infested. Survey 
in UTAH completed; total of 7,000 acres of scattered infestations found in 
Daggett, Tooele and Uintah Counties and 18,500 acres of heavy infestation found 
locally in Millard and San Juan Counties. (PPC, West. Reg., July Rpt.). 


FIELD CRICKETS - NORTH DAKOTA —- High adult populations observed in parts of 
Walsh, Cass and Traill Counties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - NEW YORK - Moths abundant and larvae 

up to fifth stage readily found in about 5 percent of untreated Sweet corn silks and 
ears in Hudson Valley. Second-brood larvae remain main pest of ears in area. 

(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 21). NEW JERSEY - Egg masses and larvae increased in corn 
due to heavier adult flights during past 2 weeks. (Ins.-Dis. Newsl., Aug. 22). 
MARYLAND - Egg masses 1-3 per 25 plants on late field corn in Frederick County; 
larval infestation light. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ALABAMA - A moderate infestation 
observed on grain sorghum in Tennessee Valley area. (Buttram). ARKANSAS - 

Heavier than normal in upper Arkansas River Valley; occasional pupa found August 
24. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). MISSOURI - Third-brood larvae active in southeast; adults, 
small larvae and eggs present. Due to late season in area, much corn will be 
susceptible to damage. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). WISCONSIN - Moth flights increased 
in sections where a second generation will be present. Treatments for second- 
generation larvae underway. About 15 percent of first-generation larvae in 
Arlington area pupated and 25 percent moth emergence from these recorded. Cool 
temperatures apparently suppressing moth flight if not emergence. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
SOUTH DAKOTA - Plants 8-88 percent infested, average near 65 percent, in east 
central area. Some emergence occurred; larvae averaged 3 per infested plant. 
Broken stalks noted in some fields with high infestations. (Hanten). NEBRASKA - 
Egg-mass infestation 10-35 percent in central and southern areas. (Bergman). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - NEW YORK - First adults of season collected at 
Poughkeepsie August 13 and 17; eggs on silks scarce at Lomontville August 14. 

(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.). NEW JERSEY - Eggs and larvae increased. (Ins.-Dis. Newsl., 
Aug. 22). MARYLAND - Comparatively light, 16 percent infestation, noted in 

field of sweet corn in Queen Annes County. Larvae matured and deserted ears in 
Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Eggs found in few fields of 
sweet corn; percent of ears with eggs 5 percent or less. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
ARKANSAS - Averaged one per 3 feet of row in field of soybeans in Pope County; 
larvae first to fourth stage (mostly fourth stage), with minor pod feeding 
observed. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Causing some damage to grain sorghum in 
Muskogee County, and to lesser extent in Choctaw County; damage to foliage 

noted in some late-planted fields in northeast area. Damaging terminal growth of 
peanut plants in many fields in Caddo County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARIZONA - 
Infestations light to medium in corn and sorghum statewide; 15-20 vercent of 
plants infested in some fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEVADA - Infested 30 percent 
of corn ears in Reno-Sparks area, Washoe County. (Arnett). Infestations 
generally light in Fallon area, Churchill County, but many ears presently infested 
with first instars. (Coop. Rpt.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - RHODE ISLAND - Small infestation observed 

in field corn in Middletown area. (Mathewson). NEW YORK - Mostly pupae in whorl- 
stage corn in Hudson Valley; few adults appearing in light traps. (N. Y. Wkly. 
Rpt., Aug. 21). NEW JERSEY - Adult flights during past 2 weeks heavier; eggs 

and larvae increased. (Ins.-Dis. Newsl., Aug. 22). MARYLAND - Some damaging 
infestations in silage corn in Frederick and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., 

Ent. Dept.). KANSAS - Counts in alfalfa in Montgomery County averaged 20 per 100 
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sweeps; larvae second and third stages. (Peters). ARKANSAS - Few found in ears 
of corn in western part of State. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Continues to cause 
damage to Coastal Bermuda grass in southeast. (Newton). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - ARKANSAS - Lighter than normal 
in upper Arkansas River Valley; occasional pupa found August 24. Some larvae 
beginning to bore below ground level. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


WESTERN BEAN CUTWORM (Loxagrotis albicosta) - NEBRASKA - Heavy infestation causing 
serious damage to corn in small area in central Dundy County. Larval counts 

3-18 per plant; heaviest damage occurred to tassels, ear shanks and tips. 
Remainder of Dundy County, Chase and Perkins Counties have moderate infestations. 
Light infestations in Furnas, Hitchcock and Red Willow Counties. (Bergman). 
Heaviest damage apparently occurring in irrigated corn in sandy soils with dryland 
corn on sandy soils showing less injury. Peak moth flights in light traps in 
Dundy County corn area, 4,000 per 24 hours compared with 1,500 per 24 hours in 
bean areas in Scotts Bluff County. (Hagen). 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - OKLAHOMA - Light in grain sorghum checked 
in southeast; only an occasional larva noted in Stillwater area, Payne County. 
None noted in grain sorghum in northeast area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - 
Continues to cause considerable damage to late-planted grain sorghum in central 
area. (Newton). 


RANGE CATERPILLAR (Hemileuca oliviae) - NEW MEXICO - Heavy, spotted infestations 
denuding grasses on rangeland in Abbott area, Colfax County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


NORTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica longicornis) - MICHIGAN - First damaging 
infestation in State found near Ottawa Lake, Monroe County; acreage involved 

small. There are only few previous isolated records for the State. (Hutson). 
WISCONSIN - Lodging of corn continues; adults now numerous on silks in infested 
fields. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Small numbers of adults present in 

east central area. (Hanten). NEBRASKA - Adult activity present in northern 

and eastern areas. (Bergman). MISSOURI - Adults O-5 per corn ear in south central 
area; however, no damage expected. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


WESTERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica virgifera) - WYOMING - Adults 2-3 per 100 corn 
plants in Goshen County; none found in Converse, Crook, Weston or Niobrara Counties. 
(Fullerton). NEBRASKA - Abundant in southern, southwestern, central and eastern 
areas; females ovipositing. Counts 2-3 per sweep in southwest and southern 
sandhills on alfalfa 3-6 miles from any cornfield sites. (Bergman). Heavy 
infestation occurred in some fields of corn in Scotts Bluff County. (Hagen, Hill). 


SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Small 
numbers of adults present in east central area. (Hanten). NEBRASKA - Light to 
moderate infestations in eastern two-thirds of State on corn, sorghum and legumes; 
females contain egg masses. (Bergman). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - MARYLAND - Caused some poor pollination of 
corn in Frederick County by eating silks. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SAP BEETLES - NEW YORK - Adults of 2 species and larvae present in approximately 
5 percent of untreated corn ears in Hudson Valley; ears damaged by birds or 
European corn borer or having faulty tip cover most often attacked. (N. Y. Wkly. 
Rpt., Aug. 21). NEBRASKA - Minor infestations reported damaging corn ears in 
southern and eastern areas. (Bergman). UTAH - Carpophilus lugubris common in 
corn in Kanab area of Kane County. (Knowlton). MARYLAND - Adults and larvae 

of C. lugubris moderate on sweet corn silks in Frederick and Montgomery Counties. 
CORENGRPEn te Dept). 
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CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - CALIFORNIA - Medium populations on corn 
in Tres Pinos, San Benito County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). WYOMING - Becoming more 
numerous in corn fields in Goshen County; little damage noted presently. 
(Fullerton). OKLAHOMA - Heavy in late-planted grain sorghum in north central and 
northeast areas; causing some concern to growers. Parasitism decreasing 
infestations somewhat in Stillwater area, Payne County. Light numbers common in 
grain sorghum and Johnson grass in southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Corn 33 percent infested in east central area. (Hanten). MICHIGAN - Becoming 
noticeable about Monroe, Ottawa Lake and Temperance. (Hutson). MARYLAND - 

Light to moderate on corn in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CONCHUELA (Chlorochroa ligata) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on corn in Manton, 
Tehama County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


LEAFHOPPERS - OKLAHOMA - Populations of several species on rangeland in Ft. Supply 
area, Woodward County, remain virtually unchanged; some buildup noted on lawns 

in scattered areas, with some "hopperburn" on few isolated lawns in east central 
area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - OREGON - Present in all alfalfa 
seed fields in Jackson County. Defoliation complete in some fields, but seed 
believed mature enough to escape damage in most instances. (Larson). IDAHO - 
Becoming abundant in some fields of corn in southwest; some fields being treated. 
(Waters). WYOMING - Increasing in corn fields in Goshen County; heaviest 
infestations found near Lingle and Veteran. (Fullerton). COLORADO - Trace 
numbers present on lower leaves of corn in Arkansas River Valley and northeastern 
area; controls not indicated. (Schweissing, Titensor, Jenkins). 


WHEAT CURL MITE (Aceria tulipae) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on field corn in Yolo, 
YolosCounty. (CalecCooperekpt 


WESTERN HARVESTER ANT (Pogonomyrmex occidentalis) - NEW MEXICO - New nests 
numerous in rangeland areas in Colfax, San Miguel and Harding Counties. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.) 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - OREGON - Infestations in northwest 
area of Medford, Jackson County, light, with heaviest populations 5-10 per sweep. 
Controls excellent in fields where higher populations existed near Jacksonville. 
(Larson). Observed in alfalfa west and south of Umapine, Umatilla County; 

counts up to 50 per sweep. (Woodworth). IDAHO - Abundant and general in Elmore 
County; winged forms less abundant than nonwinged forms. (Edwards). Populations 
increased from 2 to 20 per sweep in one week in one southwest field, with 75 
percent of those present winged. (Waters). NEVADA - Only occasional specimens 
found in Douglas County; varied 2-20 per sweep in Mason and Smith Valleys, Lyon 
County, and Fallon, Stillwater and Swingle Bench areas, Churchill County. (Bechtel, 
Parker). UTAH - Remains scarce over most of State in alfalfa. (Knowlton). 
ARIZONA - Increasing in some Graham County alfalfa; some counts averaged 4-5 per 
trifoliate leaf. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). COLORADO - Light to moderate populations 
found; 0-200 per 100 sweeps in Baca, Prowers, Bent, Otero and Crowley Counties; 
20-600 per 100 sweeps in Mesa, Delta, Montrose and Garfield Counties; and 0-10 

per 100 sweeps in northeastern area. (Bulla, Schweissing, Jenkins). OKLAHOMA - 
Only light populations (0-30 per sweep) noted in alfalfa surveyed in southwest, 
southeast and northeast areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Counts in alfalfa 
ranged from less than one to 60 per sweep in southeast, south central, east 
central and centraf areas. (Peters). NEBRASKA - Averaged 18.4 and 7.6 per sweep, 
respectively, in Dundy and Red Willow Counties. (Calkins). Averaged 63 per sweep 
in Howard County. (Stevens). Populations low in tier of counties along Kansas 
State line from Hitchcock to Thayer County. Counts averaged one per sweep in 
Webster County. (Hill). Approximately one per 10 sweeps in Chase and Perkins 
Counties and 25 per sweep in Custer County. (Bergman).

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PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - OREGON - Populations low in alfalfa in Medford area, 
Jackson County. (Larson). IDAHO - Generally light throughout State; however, 
counts 1-2 per sweep in irrigated fields in northern area where populations were 
practically nonexistent previous week. (Manis, Halfhill). NEVADA - Populations 
low, with highest counts 20 per sweep in all areas in Churchill, Douglas and Lyon 
Counties.

POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - DELAWARE - Adults and nymphs ranged 60-200 
per 100 sweeps on alfalfa and soybeans in New Castle and Kent Counties, but much 
less in Sussex County. (Burbutis, Mason). MARYLAND - Greatly variable from 
field to field; 2-100 per sweep in central area and on Eastern Shore. Injury 
severe in some fields. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Adults remain present 
in alfalfa; many areas report considerable yellowing. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
NEBRASKA - Large numbers causing "yellows" in many alfalfa fields in central and 
south central areas; counts averaged 180 per 100 sweeps in Webster County (Hill) 
and 6 and 18 per sweep, respectively, in Red Willow and Webster Counties 
(Calkins).

Counts 35-70 per sweep, with 
nymphs predominating. (Bechtel, Parker). WYOMING - Adults in alfalfa per 

100 sweeps, averaged 70 in Goshen County and 40 in Niobrara and Weston Counties. 
(Fullerton). SOUTH DAKOTA - Adults and immatures of L. lineolaris averaged 11.5 
per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in east central area. (Hanten). MARYLAND - L. lineolaris 
moderate, one per sweep. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). = 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARKANSAS - Adults and 
nymphs averaged 1-3 per 3 feet of row in field of soybeans in Pope County. 
(Ark. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Up to 100 percent girdled stems noted in alfalfa in 
Brazos and Burleson Counties. (Newton). UTAH - Most damaging in Washington 
County. (Knowlton). 


GARDEN FLEAHOPPER (Halticus bracteatus) - DELAWARE - Adults ranged 60-170 per 100 
sweeps in soybeans and 100-200 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa throughout State. 
(Burbutis, Mason). 


A FALSE CHINCH BUG (Nysius sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on alfalfa in Woodland area, 
VOLomCountv. (Cal iCoOpmmnhDpt.»). 


ALFALFA PLANT BUG (Adelphocoris lineolatus) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Adults and immatures 
averaged 10 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in east central area. (Hanten). 


STINK BUGS - OKLAHOMA - Undetermined species causing some concern to soybean 
producers in northeast area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Occasional adult 
and nymph of Acrosternum hilare found in field of soybeans in Pope County. 
CArke eins 5 Suse) 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - GEORGIA - 
Approximately 1,500 acres of peanuts infested in Clay and Early Counties. 
Infestations light to heavy with some fields a complete loss. (Jordan, Aug. 
Lt): 
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A CHRYSOMELID (Diabrotica tenella) - UTAH - Moderately numerous in alfalfa and 
orchards locally in Washington County. (Knowlton). 


BLISTER BEETLES - MINNESOTA - Very numerous throughout southwest districts. 
(Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - MARYLAND - Larvae, one per sweep, in 2 alfalfa 
fields in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


THRIPS - UTAH - Very numerous in alfalfa seed fields in Cache and Tooele Counties. 
(Knowlton). DELAWARE - Sericothrips variabilis fairly common in several soybean 


fields throughout State. (Burbutis, Mason) . 


WEBWORMS (Loxostege spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Light numbers (0-0.8 per sweep) noted in 
many fields of alfalfa in southeast and northeast areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
KANSAS - Counts in alfalfa in southeast and south central areas averaged less 
than 10 larvae per 100 sweeps. (Peters). ARIZONA - L. similalis light, 5-10 


per 100 sweeps, in some central area alfalfa. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - ARIZONA - Infestations continue to 
increase in alfalfa statewide. Heaviest infestations in Graham County; counts 
30-70 larvae per 100 sweeps. Adults very numerous in all areas. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Moderate infestations damaging alfalfa in Chaves and Eddy 
Counties; some growers treating. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Spotted, rarely 
conspicuously damaging. (Knowlton). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - Infestations averaging 30 larvae 
per 100 sweeps present in some central area alfalfa. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
in 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - ARKANSAS - Medium to large larvae rather 
scarce in field of soybeans in Pope County; however, extremely small larvae rather 
numerous, indicating infestation may increase. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND - 
Populations light, less than one per sweep on alfalfa. Very light on soybeans. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SOYBEAN CYST NEMATODE (Heterodera glycines) - Symptoms of infestation and damage 
became apparent in soybean fields in KENTUCKY and southeastern MISSOURI during 
July. Symptoms and damage observed in 166 fields in Dunklin, Mississippi, New 
Madrid and Pemiscot Counties, Missouri, during last 2 weeks of July. An estimated 
4,750 acres have been damaged, with an average loss of 14.7 percent, or 98.7 
bushels in each field, in the 4 Missouri counties; monetary loss estimated at 227 
dollars per field. (PPC, Cent. Reg.).

CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - WISCONSIN - Second-generation adults 
appeared in Door County first week in August; populations light. (Wis. Ins. Sur.).

MICHIGAN - Few second- 
brood larvae almost fully grown at Grand Rapids. (Hutson). WISCONSIN - Summer- 
generation adults peaked July 25 in Door County; population now moderate to heavy. 
Adults, eggs and first through third-stage larvae present. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


FRUIT-TREE LEAF ROLLER (Archips ar ospilus) - WISCONSIN - Eggs present in Door 
County; last adults trapped August 10. Wis. Ins. Sur.). é

A TORTRICID - COLORADO - An undetermined species causing severe fruit injury in 
few peach orchards in Mesa County. Appears more numerous where heavy cover crop 
exists, (bulla):

noted in some standard Elbertas in Mesa County. Controls recommended. (Bulla).

APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - WISCONSIN - Adults present in Door County 
but trap catches indicate emergence about complete; numbers moderate and larvae 
pupating,.. GWis: Ins... Sur): 


EUROPEAN RED MITE (Panonychus ulmi) - NEW YORK - Large numbers building up in few 
orchards in Clinton County where controls not applied for 2 weeks or more. (N. Y. 
Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 21). DELAWARE - Light to heavy on apples throughout Kent and 
Sussex Counties. (MacCreary). OHIO - Low in most northern area peach and prune 
orchards. (Rings). MICHIGAN - Populations present only on favorable sites and 
hosts. (Hutson). WISCONSIN - Populations rapidly declining in Door County. 

(Wis. Ins. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Heavy on prune orchards in Sloughhouse and on 
dooryard plum and prune trees in Sacramento, Sacramento County. This has been 

a favorabl¢ year for mite buildups. Severely damaging many hosts over State. 
(Cal: ‘Coop, Rpt...) 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - NEW YORK - Building up in Clinton

(Hutson). WISCONSIN - Populations increasing in Door County; could become a 


problem. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). COLORADO - Eggs and adults numerous in some orchards 
in Delta and Garfield Counties. Controls being applied. (Bulla). CALIFORNIA - 
Populations heavy on prune orchards in Sloughhouse and dooryard plums and prunes 
in Sacramento, Sacramento County. Severely damaging many hosts over State; 
season has been favorable for population buildups. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PACIFIC SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus pacificus) - CALIFORNIA - Populations heavy on 
apples in Yucaipa, San Bernardino County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CITRUS FLAT MITE (Brevipalpus lewisi) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on peach foliage in 
Bakersfield, Kern County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PEACH SILVER MITE (Aculus cornutus) - COLORADO - Causing some silvering of leaves 
in peach orchards in Mesa County. (Bulla). 


PLUM RUST MITE (Aculus fockeui) - OREGON - Heavy in 2 Marion County prune orchards; 
silvering and longitudinal curling of leaves extensive, but mite populations very 
low on August 25. (Capizzi). 


BLACK-MARGINED APHID (Monellia costalis) - OKLAHOMA - Medium to heavy infestations 
becoming common on pecan trees in many areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A MITE - GEORGIA - Light to heavy infestations of an undetermined species on 
pecans in Colquitt County; defoliation light to moderate. (Cates, Aug. 14). 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi) - TEXAS - Surveys conducted in Cameron 
and Hidalgo Counties during July; no suspicious specimens found. Survey 
terminated July 28. No infestations found for 5 successive years in Rio Grande 
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Valley; last infestation found August 1956. (PPC, So. Reg.). MEXICO - 
Infestations found during July on 1,826 trees on 97 properties in Municipios 
Allende, Montemorelos and Linares in Nuevo Leon. Focus or source of numerous 
light infestations recently found in surrounding territory in Allende and adjacent 
area of Montemorelos believed to be at Allende, where one group of 5 trees had 
50-90 percent of leaves infested. (PPC, Mex. Reg., July Rpt.). 


CITRUS THRIPS (Scirtothrips citri) - ARIZONA - Averaged 6-8 per terminal on some 
young citrus in Maricopa County; considerable foliage damage present in groves. 
Grize Coop. Sux)\. 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - CALIFORNIA - Three new 
infestation sites located in Kerman area, Fresno County, extend treatment area. 
No commercial vineyards involved. New infestations probably represent second- 
generation larvae as no old damage noted. Second treatment application completed 
in quarantine area. Bacillus thuringiensis spores added to spray. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt 


GRAPE BERRY MOTH (Paralobesia viteana) --MICHIGAN - Adults appearing in light 
traps at Paw Paw after lapse of 3 weeks. (Hutson). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - NORTH DAKOTA - Increased populations observed 
in potato fields over wide area; ranged 4-15 per 10 sweeps. Severe "hopperburn" 
reported in several untreated fields. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). DELAWARE - Common on 
lima beans in New Castle and Kent Counties. (Burbutis, Mason). 


PACIFIC SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus pacificus) - CALIFORNIA - Infesting beans in 
Delhi, Merced County, and heavy on sugar beets in Firebaugh, Madera County. 
(Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis zea) - OKLAHOMA - Causing some concern to commercial 
tomato producers in Payne County area and to home gardeners in McCurtain County. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). COLORADO - None found in 4 fields of tomatoes in Bent, 
Otero and Crowley Counties. (Schweissing). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) —- DELAWARE - Eggs common on peppers in Kent and Sussex 
Counties; adults very abundant in blacklight trap collections at Bridgeville, 
Sussex County. (Burbutis, Mason). MARYLAND - Few eggs noted on peppers. (U. 
Md., Ent. Dept.). 


POTATO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix cucumeris) - MAINE - Summer-generation adult 
infestations and feeding generally very light on potatoes in Presque Isle and 
vicinity; however, troublesome numbers reported in few fields. (Shands et al.). 
NORTH DAKOTA - Adults averaged 3-10 per sweep in untreated potato fields throughout 
eastern part of State. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


TUBER FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix tuberis) - COLORADO - Averaged 8-12 per 100 sweeps in 
Montrose County. (Bulla). 


A LEAF BEETLE (Lema sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on tomato plants in Yucaipa, San 

Bernardino County. Reported from many locations over State, usually associated 
with weed hosts in commercial plantings. This is first infestation reported on 
tomatoes this season. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - MICHIGAN - Building up on peppers and 
potatoes at Monroe and Stanton. (Hutson). COLORADO - Populations continue light 
in Weld County. Counts on late potatoes slightly higher than previous week; 

0-60 per 10 leaves. Population this season much less than that of 1960. 
(Titensor, French, Berry). UTAH - Populations low on potatoes in Juab County. 
(Knowlton).

POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) - COLORADO - Moderate, 15-25 per 100 sweeps 
in Montrose Countv. tBulls . UTAH - Light in potato fields in Juab County. 
(Knowlton). 


Potato Aphids in Aroostook County, Maine - Populations on untreated potatoes 
continued to increase rapidly during period ending August 26; practically all 


plants now infested. Overall average number on 3 leaves per plant 144; this is 
2.6 times that of previous week. BUCKTHORN APHID (Aphis nasturtii) and GREEN 
PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) populations continue much larger than those of POTATO 
APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) and FOXGLOVE APHID (Myzus solani). Abundance of 
dead diseased and parasitized aphids on untreated potatoes also increased 
considerably during same period.

POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - COLORADO - Trace numbers of adults 
(one per 200 sweeps) found in Weld County; nymphs on leaves very light, 2 per 
1,200 leaves. (Titensor, French, Berry). UTAH - Scarce in Piute County potato 
fields. (Knowlton). 


A LEAF MINER (Liriomyza munda) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on tomato plantings in 
Knighten, Contra Costa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PEPPER MAGGOT (Zonosemata electa) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Some damage to peppers noted, 
but infestations local and not widespread. (Nettles et al., Aug. 16). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - MICHIGAN - Very noticeable on cauliflower 
and cabbage at South Haven, Mason, Charlotte and Grand Rapids. (Hutson). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - DELAWARE - Averaged 50 per 100 sweeps in 
beans in all areas. Burbutis, Mason). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - NEW JERSEY - Heavy on lima beans in 
some areas. (Ins.-Dis. Newsl., Aug. 22). 


SOUTHERN GREEN STINK BUG (Nezara viridula) - VIRGINIA - Feeding on lima bean 
pods at Sparta, Caroline County. (Tarpley, Eagar, Aug. 17). Common on beans 
in gardens in Blacksburg area, Montgomery County. (Tarpley). 

ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - NEVADA - Heavy on onions in Reno-Sparks area, 
Washoe County. Gardella). UTAH - Damage to onions common in northern part of 
State. (Knowlton). COLORADO - Light to moderate in Arkansas River Valley; 
0-30 per plant. (Schweissing). 


A PYRRHOCORID BUG (Largus cinctus) - CALIFORNIA - Adult populations heavy on 
strawberry plantings in Live Oak, Sutter County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on raspberry 
plantings in Watsonville, Santa Cruz County, and Sacramento, Sacramento County. 
(Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SNAILS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Undetermined species causing considerable damage to 
strawberries in Brookings area, Brookings County. (Severin). 


TOBACCO INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - WISCONSIN - Damage to tobacco quite noticeable. (Wis. Irfs. Sur.). 
MARYLAND - Melanoplus spp. caused appreciable damage to tobacco on one farm before 


August 18. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
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COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS - Damage severe and infestations heavy 
in late-fruiting fields, in central and north central areas. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 
In McLennan and Falls Counties, damage has been severe in many fields and many 
extremely late-planted untreated fields will not be permitted to produce blooms. 
Infestation averaged 31.4 percent punctured squares in treated fields and 89 
percent in untreated fields, with overall average 56 percent. Controls continue 
to be applied. (Parencia et al.). OKLAHOMA - Continued to increase throughout 
cotton-producing areas of State. Infestation counts showed following range: 

East central area - increased from 5 to 40 percent in McIntosh County; southeast 
area - common but lighter than in other areas, ranging up to 12 percent in fields 
in Choctaw County; central area - ranged up to 70 percent in Chickasha area; 
south central - ranged 12-75 percent; southwest area - ranged 16-62 percent and 
increasing; west central area - ranged 2-80 percent. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
MISSOURI - Infested 31 of 632 fields scouted, with 1-35 percent of squares 
punctured in infested fields. (French). ARKANSAS - Third-generation weevil 
emergence general in most areas. Controls have been generally outstanding. 
Percentage of infested fields 95.9 compared with 93.2 previous week and 94.4 at 
same time in 1960. Average percent punctured squares 12.1 in southeast, 12.9 in 
central area, 8.9 in upper Arkansas River Valley, 11.9 in northeast and 16.5 in 
southwest. Infestations mostly ranged from 0-25 percent, with a few fields in 
southeast, central and northeast having infestations over 50 percent. (Ark. 
Ins. Sur.). TENNESSEE - Considerable damage occurring throughout southern tier 
of counties and those extending up Mississippi and Tennessee Rivers. Migration 
started in those counties where only light traces previously reported. Punctured 
squares in southern counties averaged 44 in both treated and untreated fields. 
Boll injury evident in older cotton. (Locke). LOUISIANA - Average square 
infestation in Tallulah area 17 percent (ranged 0-90 percent). Adult emergence 
very general. Infestation not overly high generally, but some fields badly 
damaged. (Smith et al.). MISSISSIPPI - Infestations extremely erratic in delta 
counties. Some "hot spots" have counts above 90 percent. Infestation still 
extremely low generally over area. Young cotton will require protection well 
into September if maximum yields are to be obtained. (Merkl et al.). ALABAMA - 
Infestations continue to increase in most areas of State. In southern and central 
areas, Squares becoming scarce and feeding signs reported on young bolls. 
Migrations slowly working northward. In northern area, infestations continue to 
increase in untreated fields. Highest infestation in Limestone County (41 percent). 
Infestation level remains below 10 percent in some northern areas. (Buttram). 
SOUTH CAROLINA - Populations increasing generally. Average percent infestation 
in Piedmont 19 in treated fields and 60 in untreated fields. (Cott. Lett., Aug. 
22). In Florence area, migration continued from infested fields. Bolls need 
protection. Larval infestation increase caused by decreasing number of squares. 
(Taft et al.). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - ARIZONA - Infestations increasing in central 
area, with counts of 6-8 larvae per 100 plants recorded in some fields. Late 
instars common and considerable damage to bolls and squares evident in some fields. 
Eggs numerous and being laid on side branches and terminals in many instances. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Generally light to moderate infestations observed 
in cotton in Eddy and Dona Ana Counties. Eggs more abundant in Dona Ana County 
during past 2 weeks than during any other period this summer. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
TEXAS - Injurious infestations continue to occur in succulent cotton in central 
and north central areas. Infestations in western and panhandle areas scattered 
and generally light. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). In McLennan and Falls Counties, eggs 
averaged 4.5 and larvae 4.1 per 100 terminals in 17 fields, square injury averaged 
2.5 in treated and 16.5 in untreated fields and boll injury averaged 3.1 in 
treated and 13.8 in untreated fields. (Parencia et al.). OKLAHOMA - Economic 
infestations reported from all cotton-producing areas; heaviest (up to 20 percent) 
in central and south central areas. Counts in southwest and west central areas 
ranged up to 10 percent and up to 5 percent recorded in southeast. No counts 
reported from east central area. New generation developing in cotton in Chickasha 
area; larvae in second and third stages. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Larvae 
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and eggs ranged 0-7 per 100 terminals in 154 of 632 fields scouted. (French). 
ARKANSAS - Fourth-generation moth emergence underway. Egg and larval counts 
jumped in most areas. Compared with 1960, 11.5 percent fewer fields have larvae 
present. Percent of fields infested was 68.5 compared with 66.6 previous week. 
Range of infestation largely O-3 percent in all areas, with infestations ranging 
as high as 11-25 percent in few fields in other areas. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
TENNESSEE - Eggs ranged O-14 and averaged 13 per 100 terminals in cotton-growing 
area. Some isolated fields need controls. (Locke). LOUISIANA - Average square 
infestation one percent in Tallulah area (ranged 0-9 percent). Eggs averaged 1.30 
and ranged 0-13 and larvae averaged 1.57 and ranged O-11 per 100 terminals. 

Egg and small larval counts increased over previous week. Some damage to squares 
occurring, but very little boll damage observed. (Smith et al.). MISSISSIPPI - 
Activity increased in delta counties. Egg deposition generally light to moderate. 
Eggs found over the plants rather than just in terminals. (Merkl et al.). 

ALABAMA - Infestations remain more or less static throughout State. Only limited 
number of eggs and no larvae found in Lauderdale, Madison and Talladega Counties. 
No change reported from southern area. (Buttram). SOUTH CAROLINA - Large 
increase in Florence area will require treatments. (latte al). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - ARIZONA - During July, final 4 
insecticide applications of 1961 spring-summer eradication program completed; 
11,058 acres treated in 189 fields in Maricopa, Pima and Pinal Counties. 

Treated acreage, by counties, was 1,913 in 48 fields in Maricopa, 1,243 in 19 

in Pima and 7,897 in 122 in Pinal. (PPC, West. Reg., July Rpt.). TEXAS - Surveys 
in lower Rio Grande Valley during July indicate infestation lowest in number of 
years. Bloom inspection in Waco and Pecos districts indicated infestation generally 
light. Some inspection in Houston district also indicated light infestations. 
(PPC, So. jReg., July Rpt.). FLORIDA - One larva taken from hibiscus blooms 
inspected on Plantation Key, Monroe County, during week ending August 18. 
Treatments applied to infested area. Gila Coopesun.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Disease reducing larval populations 
in all areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Considerable "ragging" noted in a 
few north central area fields. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Light, localized 
infestations noted in few fields in Bryan, Harmon and Beckham Counties. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). MISSISSIPPI - First reports of light infestations received from 
northern delta. (Merkl et al.). SOUTH CAROLINA - "Ragging" leaves in Florence 
and Lee Counties. (Cott. Lett., Aug. 22). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - TEXAS - First larvae of season in Falls 
County found on August 17. Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - ARIZONA - Infestations continue 
high in some Yuma and Pinal County fields and increased in some areas of Maricopa 
and Pima Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Light infestations appearing 
in cotton in central area. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


A STINK BUG (Euchistus impictiventris) - ARIZONA - Light infestations present in 
cotton statewide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


SPIDER MITES - NEW MEXICO - Spotted infestations in cotton in southern Dona Ana 
County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Marginal or spot infestations present in 
126 of 632 cotton fields scouted. (French). TENNESSEE - At least 3 species of 
mites causing very severe damage over cotton-growing area. Generally considered 
major pest of cotton outside of weevil infested areas. (Locke). MISSISSIPPI - 
Extremely spotty in delta counties. Most infestations light and of little 
economic importance. (Merkl et al.). ALABAMA - Damage evident in majority of 
fields examined in Tennessee Valley area. Infestations increased considerably 
from previous week'sreports. (Buttram). SOUTH CAROLINA - Infestations continue 
Spotty. (Cotte bette Aue 622). 
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LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Infestations continue high in untreated cotton 
statewide, especially in fields still growing and fruiting. Damaged square counts 
averaged 20-50 percent. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Light to heavy, spotted 
infestations present in Eddy, Chaves and Dona Ana Counties. Some growers treating. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Continue to cause economic damage to some fields 

in south plains area. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


APHIDS - TENNESSEE - Continue to increase and controls needed in many fields in 
western area. (Locke). MISSISSIPPI - Continue to damage cotton in localized 
sections of delta counties. (Merkl et al.). ALABAMA - Light to moderate 
infestation of Aphis gossypii reported on cotton over State. However, heavy 
populations observed in cotton field in Talladega County. (Buttram). 


PLANT BUGS - MISSOURI - Counts ranged 1-13 per 100 terminals in 236 fields of 
632 scouted. (French). 


THRIPS - NEW MEXICO - Specimens collected in cotton showing damage during May and 
June determined by K. O'Neill as Frankliniella occidentalis and F. gossypiana. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 

PINE TUSSOCK MOTH (Dasychira plagiata) - WISCONSIN - Acreage involved in outbreak 
in Bayfield and Douglas Counties revised upward to about 60,000 acres; infestation 
varies moderate to heavy throughout area. Egg masses collected at one locality 
averaged 54 live larvae per mass; approximately 9 percent failed to hatch. Larvae 
now well dispersed in trees. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


JACK-PINE BUDWORM (Choristoneura pinus) - WISCONSIN - Heavy egg parasitism observed 
in outbreak area in Goodman Park area, Marinette County, August 15. Egg counts 
low in Adams and Juneau Counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


ZIMMERMAN PINE MOTH (Dioryctria zimmermani) - MICHIGAN - Peak emergence past week 
about St. Charles. (Hutson). 


PINE WEBWORM (Tetralopha robustella) - GEORGIA - Heavy on pine seedlings in Burke 
County. (Forston, Aug. 8). 


WHITE-PINE WEEVIL (Pissodes strobi) - VIRGINIA - Damaged leaders of several white 
pine seedlings in Giles County; caused 20 percent damage to a 2-acre natural pine 
stand in Rockingham County. (For. Pest Sur. Rpt., July Sum.). 


SOUTHERN PINE BEETLE (Dendroctonus frontalis) - VIRGINIA - Infestation on Eastern 
Shore continues, with some new spots found; some activity in older trees, but no 
severe buildup as yet. (For. Pest Sur. Rpt., July Sun.). 


BARK BEETLES - ALABAMA - Light, scattered infestations of Dendroctonus frontalis, 
D. terebrans and Ips spp. infesting 400 trees in Talladega and Clay Counties. 
(Buttram). OREGON - Phloeosinus sp. infesting home planting of redcedar in Port- 
land, Multnomah County; trees seriously damaged. (Hemmerling). 


ENGRAVER BEETLES (Ips spp.) - VIRGINIA - Active in pine logging slash in Surry and 
Southampton Counties; no live trees involved. Active on several dead trees in 
Nottaway County; killing several shortleaf and Virginia pines in one spot each in 
Pittsylvania and Bedford Counties. Infesting hurricane blowdown (1960) in Middle- 
sex County. I. grandicollis killing group of shortleaf pine timberland trees in 


vicinity of Chatham, Pittsylvania County. (For. Pest Sur. Rpt., July Sun.). 


EASTERN SPRUCE GALL APHID (Chermes abietis) - MICHIGAN - Record numbers reported 
from Detroit, Pontiac, Grand Rapids, Lansing, Kalamazoo and Benton Harbor. (Hutson). 


RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion lecontei) - VIRGINIA - More prevalent than usual 
and expected to continue as potentially serious pest of pine plantations. Larvae 
defoliated and killed scattered young loblolly pines in Sussex County. Active on 
loblolly pine in an area each in Culpeper and Albemarle Counties and widespread in 
Spotsylvania County; generally limited to groups of several trees. (For. Pest Sur. 
Rpt., July Sum.). WISCONSIN - Eggs and mature larvae observed in Langlade County 
August) eld. WASee Dns) SUI). 


A CONIFER SAWFLY (Zadiprion sp.) - NEVADA - Infestations light to heavy on pinon 
pine (Pinus monophylla) in southern Lyon County; many small to medium sized trees 
completely defoliated. (Bechtel, Parker). 


A HORNTAIL (Sirex juvencus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy in white fir in 30-acre stand of 
fire-killed trees in Foresthill area, Tahoe National Forest; 90 percent of firs 
infested. Ibalia ensiger, a parasite of this horntail, also heavy. (T. Nelson). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - MISSOURI - Third brood feeding on 
elms over much of State; completely defoliated elms evident in all areas. (Munson, 
Thomas, Wood). KANSAS - Damage observed in Barton, Elk, Finney, Gréenwood, Harvey, 
Ness, Reno and Rush Counties. Except for Greenwood County, these are new county 
records for this species in State. (Calkins). ARKANSAS - Continued damaging to 
elms in western portion of State; all stages present; most larvae on trunks of 
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trees. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Damage to elm foliage heavy to severe iu 
practically all areas. Heavy numbers of fourth-generation eggs being deposited in 
Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Moderate to heavy 
infestations reported in panhandle and plains areas. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - 
Damaged elm foliage at Spanish Fork and Payson, Utah County; sometimes numerous 

in blacklight catches at Ogden, Weber County. Damaging large elms at Logan; this 
is first infestation in Cache Valley in many years. (Knowlton). NEVADA - Adults 
and larvae found in trees in Austin, Lander County. This is a new county record. 
(Parker). 


SMALLER EUROPEAN ELM BARK BEETLE (Scolytus multistriatus) - NEVADA - Adults entering 
elms in Gardnerville, Douglas County. This is first record for county. (Bechtel). 
OKLAHOMA - Noted attacking several elms in Enid and Ponca City. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
MICHIGAN - Adults extremely numerous at Grand Rapids. (Hutson). WISCONSIN - As of 
August 23, a total of 7,107 positive cases of Dutch elm disease have been diag- 
nosed from 183 municipalities in 19 counties. First case from Green Lake County 
diagnosed during past week; diseased tree was located in Green Lake Township. 

(Wis. Ins. Sur.). VIRGINIA - Collected under bark of elm tree in Richmond, 

Henrico County. (Tarpley, Andrews, Aug. 15). 


PACIFIC FLATHEADED BORER (Chrysobothris mali) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations 
infesting live oaks in Modesto, Stanislaus County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A JAPANESE WEEVIL (Pseudocneorhinus bifasciatus) - NEW YORK - Adults abundant and 
feeding on foliage and petioles of white ash in Suffolk County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 
Aug. 21). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - RHODE ISLAND - Infestations appear to be fewer 
than usual in most areas of State. (Mathewson, Hansen). NEW JERSEY - Active on 
shade trees and ornamentals. (Ins.-Dis. Newsl., Aug. 22). NORTH DAKOTA - Infesta- 
tions continued in most sections of State. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Up to 3-4 
webs noticeable on several varieties of trees, principally pecans, over wide areas 
of State. (Newton). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - Aerial surveys conducted during July revealed 
more extensive areas of defoliation in MASSACHUSETTS, VERMONT and MAINE than in 
1960 and less defoliation in NEW HAMPSHIRE. In Massachusetts, about 500 acres 
defoliated on Cape Cod and approximately 2,500 acres in western section of State. 
Defoliation in Vermont estimated at 8,000 acres, principally in Lake Dunmore, 
Sunset Lake and Inman Pond section, on several ridges in Monkton and East Charlotte 
vicinity and west of Bellows Falls. In Maine, extensive areas of defoliation 
occur in vicintiy of Waterboro in York County,.-on Mount Desert Island in Hancock 
County and in Cherryfield area of Washington County. Total acreage in Maine 
approaches 20,000 acres. No extensive areas of defoliation observed in New 
Hampshire. (PPC, East. Reg., July Rpt.). 


EUROPEAN ELM SCALE (Gossyparia spuria) - OREGON - Damaging elm foliage in Medford 
area, Jackson County; excessive amount of honeydew evident. Large numbers of 
nymphs feeding along leaf midribs. (Larson). 


WOOLLY APHIDS - VIRGINIA - Undetermined species caused extensive leaf curl on 
white oaks in 5-square-mile area in Clarke County. (For. Pest Sur. Rpt., July Sunm.). 


A MIRID (Neoborus pacificus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on ash trees in San Diego, San 
Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


WALKINGSTICK (Diapheromera femorata) - WISCONSIN - Mating in Marinette County out- 
break area but no egg laying observed August 15. Over 500 acres of scrub oak, 
soft maple and birch partially defoliated in Eau Claire County August 4; defolia- 
tion in area apparently not as serious as in 1959. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A LEAF-EATING GRASSHOPPER (Dendrotettix quercus) - WISCONSIN - Light to heavy 
defoliation reported from Wood-Adams County line area; adults now predominate. 
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Defoliation also reported at various locations in Jackson and Juneau Counties. 
Numerous dead grasshoppers observed in areas mentioned. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranycus telarius) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on silver maples 
and elms in Sacramento, Sacramento County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - MARYLAND - Quite destructive to juniper, 
arborvitae and other hosts during summer. Currently damaging in St. Marys, Howard, 
Queen Annes, Talbot and Baltimore Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - 
Extremely abundant on white pine at a locality in Tazewell, Tazewell County. 
(Tarpley, McDonald, Aug. 22). GEORGIA - Heavy on arborvitae in Jefferson County. 
(Ray, Aug. 4). ARKANSAS - Extremely heavy on redcedar in hill sections of upper 
Arkansas River Valley area; some untreated trees killed. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 

OKLAHOMA - Moderate to heavy damage continued widespread on untreated evergreens 
inemositq areas. (Okla. Coop. Sure») 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - ILLINOIS - Abundant in some areas. New 
records include St. Clair, Monroe, Perry, Jackson, Williamson and Johnson Counties. 
(111. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Severe on few trees in Baltimore. (U. Md.,Ent.Dept.). 


IRIS BORER (Macronoctua onusta) - DELAWARE - Infestations heavy at several loca- 
tions in New Castle County. (Burbutis, Mason). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - VIRGINIA - Infestation in and around Wythe- 
ville and other areas of Wythe County nearly 1,000 times greater than for any 
time since 1947. Many varieties of trees and shrubs practically defoliated in 
spite of controls. (Bird, Aug. 8). 


BLACK BLISTER! BEETLE (Epicauta pennsylvanica) - MICHIGAN - Practically destroyed 
experimental plantings of lupine at Gaylord, Kalkaska and Roscommon. (Hutson). 


A CURCULIONID (Brachyrhinus cribricollis) - CALIFORNIA - Medium in camellia plants 
in Delhi, Merced County. Species has been more prevalent this season than for many 
vearse) (Cale. Coop), Rpit.). 


APHIDS - RHODE ISLAND - Undetermined species very abundant on willows and congre- 
gating on sides of houses in Providence. (Mathewson). DELAWARE - Sanbornia 

juniperi heavy on arborvitae at Glasgow, New Castle County. Coll. by W. A. Connell, 
July 10. Det. by L. M. Russell. (Burbutis, Mason). OKLAHOMA - Populations of 
several species continued to increase on wide variety of plants throughout State. 
Heavy numbers noted on elm, oak, crapemyrtle, flowering quince and other ornamentals 
in many areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Heavy infestations of undetermined 
species attacking pecan trees in central area. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - 
Myzocallis kahawaluokalani heavy on crapemyrtle in Redding, Shasta County. (Cal. 
Cooper ptm = 


COCCIDS - OKLAHOMA - Infestations, mainly Chionaspis furfura and Unaspis euonymi, 
becoming a problem on untreated shrubs and trees, particularly euonymus and 
pyracantha, in north central and northeast areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). OHIO - 
Aspidiotus sp., close to ancylus, attacked leaves and twigs of Euonymus alatus 
compacta at Dayton during July. Det. by H. Morrison. Cryptophyllaspis 
liquidambaris severe on 200 sweetgum trees in a nursery at North Royalton, 
Cuyahoga County; young crawlers present. (Walker). 


ROSE LEAFHOPPER (Edwardsiana rosae) - UTAH - Discoloring rose foliage in many 
central and northern area communities. (Knowlton). 


LACE BUGS - OKLAHOMA - Several species common on pyracantha and sycamores in many 
areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


LEAF MINERS - TEXAS - Heavy infestations of undetermined species attacking wide 
variety of ornamental plants in Bryan-College Station area, Brazos County. (Newton). 
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SPIDER MITES - OHIO - Oligonychus aceris moderate on silver maples at Wooster, 
Wayne County. Det. by E. W. Baker. (Rader). OKLAHOMA - Tetranychus spp. moderate 
to heavy and relatively common on wide variety of shrubs and trees in most areas. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Tetranychus sp. damaging black walnut trees 

in Brookings area, Brookings County. (Spawn). UTAH - Tetranychus sp. discoloring 
shrubs at localities in Ogden. (Knowlton). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - WYOMING - Adults found on ranch 10 miles north of 
Lingle, Goshen County; this is a new county record. Many adults found on cattle 
and in cattle barns during Goshen County Fair. (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Collected from range cattle at McLeod, Ransom County; this is a new county record. 
Unconfirmed infestations reported from several counties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 
NEBRASKA - Collected August 18 from dairy cattle at Scotts Bluff Experimental 
Station, Scotts Bluff County; estimated 10 or more flies per animal. (Hill, Hagen). 
This location plus previous known infested areas indicated a statewide distribu- 
tion for the pest. (Bergman). KANSAS - Found in Geary, Lyon, McPherson, Marion 
and Morris Counties for first time; averaged less than one per animal. (Peters). 
MISSOURI - Counts in northeast and north central areas unchanged; populations in 
central area slightly higher. Ranged 0-14 per animal. None reported in south 
central and east central counties south of Missouri River. (Wingo, Benson). 
ILLINOIS - Reported for the first time from Jefferson, Franklin and Perry Counties. 
(111. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Although problems vary between herds, this speices 
is present among the total fly population present on a large share of dairy farms. 
(Wis. Ins.Sur.). MARYLAND - Disturbing dairy cattle in Frederick and Howard 
Counties; up to 50 flies per animal. Adults apparently suppressed by cool 

weather. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). GEORGIA - Light on cattle in Towns and Union 
Counties. Has been found in Towns, Union, Rabun and White Counties. Report of 
this species in Gwinnett County, CEIR 11(33):786, was misidentification. (Johnson). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - OKLAHOMA - Populations increased in Stillwater area, 
Payne County; ranged 20-60 per Scudder grid. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - 
Populations high in areas throughout State; causing a nuisance around homes, 
barns, parks and other public areas. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). NORTH DAKOTA - 
High populations reported in many communities. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - NORTH DAKOTA - Populations high in many communi- 
ties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). NEBRASKA - Populations ranged 200-400 per animal in 
central sandhills area. (Bergman). OKLAHOMA - Counts per animal averaged 25 on 
mature cows and 50 on long yearling steers in range areas of Payne and Noble 
Counties, indicating drop in populations noted on same herds previcus week. 
Ranged 50-200 per animal on range cattle in northeast area and averaged 700 per 
animal on cows in Pushmataha County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Ranged 15-50 
per animal on cattle in south central and east central areas; 15-800 on untreated 
cattle in northeast and north central areas. The major pest of cattle in these 
areas. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). TEXAS - Continues an economic problem on untreated 
cattle in all parts of State. (Newton). ALABAMA - Light to moderate on beef and 
dairy animals in Tennessee Valley area. (Buttram). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Increased in Payne County; averaged 
15 per animal in feed lots and 12 per animal on dairy cows. Moderate numbers 

(4 per animal) noted on 40 cows in Pushmataha County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
MISSOURI - High populations reported from areas throughout State. Ranged 5-40 
per animal on cattle in south central and east central areas; averaged 25-30 

per animal in some herds in these areas. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). KANSAS - 
Dominant species of fly on cattle in eastern half of State; ranged’ from less than 
one to 10 per animal with an average of less than one. (Peters). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Populations high in many communities. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). WISCONSIN - High 
populations continue abundant and troublesome on large proportion of dairy farms. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
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HORSE FLIES (Tabanus spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Populations, mainly T. abactor, T. 
sulcifrons and T. lineola, decreased approximately 25-30 percent in Payne County 
area. Populations somewhat lower than normal in extreme northeast area; averaged 
2 per animal on 40 cows in Pushmataha County; causing concern to livestock 
producers in south central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Tabanus spp. 
very low in south central and east central areas; only 1-2 observed on each herd. 
(Munson, Thomas, Wood). KANSAS - Occasional specimens, mainly T. sulcifrons, 
observed on cattle in eastern part of State. (Peters). 


SCREW-WORM (Callitroga hominivorax) - ARKANSAS - Has been reported from southwest. 
Adults have been heavy on cattle during summer. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Large 
numbers of reports of occurrance indicate activity this season has been worse than 
in recent years. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). FLORIDA - Total of 2,223,600 sterile flies 
released during July over 50-mile radius surrounding infested area in Holmes 
County. Total of 69,915 head of livestock inspected during July for infestation. 
@Miv, Anim sindus't:))- 


MOSQUITOES - NEVADA - Heavy populations of Aedes nigromaculis present in areas of 
Douglas County; extremely heavy populations of A. nigromaculis and A. dorsalis 
present south of Fallon, Churchill County. (Bechtel, Parker). UTAH - Mosquitoes 
annoying about homes and cultivated fields at Provo and Payson, Utah County. 
(Knowlton). SOUTH DAKOTA - Mosquitoes again becoming serious pests in eastern 
area, following heavy rains. (Hanten). 


HOG LOUSE (Haematopinus suis) - MARYLAND - Ranged 10-40 per head on hogs on 3 
farms in Howard County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CRINKLED FLANNEL MOTH (Megalopyge crispata) - MARYLAND - Larva injured child in 
Howard County; medical attention required. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


FLEAS - OKLAHOMA - Ctenocephalides felis and Pulex irritans numerous around 


homes in many areas when residents return from vacations. (Okla. Coop. Sux, )). 
NEBRASKA - Ctenocephalides sp. infestations reported at several locations 
in Lincoln area, Lancaster County. (Bergman) . 


LONE STAR TICK (Amblyomma americanum) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy (averaged 150 nymphs 
per animal) on 40 cows checked in Pushmataha County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES - WYOMING - Adults per 100 sweeps averaged 35 in alfalfa, 20 in beans, 
20 in corn and 15 in sugar beets in Goshen County. (Fullerton). NEBRASKA - 
Hippodamia spp. light to moderate in all areas. (Bergman). OKLAHOMA - Light to 
moderate populations common in many areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A CURCULIONID (Microlarinus lareyniei) - ARIZONA - Specimens of this species that 
feeds on seeds of puncturevine have been released in Tucson area, Pima County. 
Specimens originated in Italy and released by Dr. Butler. (Ariz. Coopr Sux): 


NABIDS (Nabis spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Common (up to one per sweep) in alfalfa surveyed 
in northeast and southeast areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEBRASKA - Populations low 
in eastern two-thrids of State. (Bergman). WYOMING - Adult counts per 100 sweeps 
averaged 40 in alfalfa and sugar beets and 10 in corn in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


LACEWINGS (Chrysopa spp.) - NEBRASKA - Limited numbers present in eastern two- 
thirds of State. Pee aes WISCONSIN - Populations have been relatively high 
in many sections during season. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A BRACONID PARASITE (Aphidius testaceipes) - OKLAHOMA - Up to 10 percent of corn 
leaf aphid infestations in localized areas of some grain sorghum fields in 
Stillwater area, Payne County, found to be mummified. (Okla., Coop. Sur.). 
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HONEY BEE (Apis mellifera) - WISCONSIN - Has been favored by weather conditions 
and plant growth in areas east and south of Wisconsin River; honey flow has been 
heavy in many colonies. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


EUROPEAN CHAFER (Amphimallon majalis) - NEW YORK - New and confirmed county records 
were established by trapping activities during July. New finds involved a rural 
area near Port Byron, Cayuga County; a rural and residential area at Norwich, 
Chenango County; and residential, institutional and business properties at Utica, 
Oneida County. In metropolitan area of New York City, 3 new finds recorded during 
July; 2 on Staten Island and one in Brooklyn near Queens County line. In upstate 
area, greatest extensions of known infestations occured in Buffalo, Erie County, 
and Lockport, Niagara Falls and Lewiston in Niagara County. CONNECTICUT - First 
adults observed at Meriden infestation on June 16. Flights heavy in vicinity of 
Monsolf residence until July 8. By July 14, only an occasional adult observed. 
Flight much heavier than in 1959 and 1960. Trapping results in PENNSYLVANIA, 
MAINE, NEW HAMPSHIRE, MARYLAND, VIRGINIA and WEST VIRGINIA negative during July. 
(PPC, East. Reg.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - CALIFORNIA - Three adults recovered from 

trap on Greenback Lane in Citrus Heights, Sacramento County, approximately 15 miles 
northeast of Sacramento infestation. Intensive visual survey and heavy compliment 
of traps immediately put into operation in area; precautionary soil treatment 
applied immediately. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - Infestations reported for first time 
during July in Blount, Chambers, Shelby and Sumter Counties, ALABAMA, and Walton 
County, GEORGIA. New locations found in Mississippi and Craighead Counties, 
ARKANSAS, and Tipton County, TENNESSEE. (PPC, So. Reg., July Rpt.). 


BLACK CARPENTER ANT (Camponotus pennsylvanicus) - MICHIGAN - Numerous in houses and 
cottages at Gaylord, Traverse City, Cadillac and Battle Creek. (Hutson). 


SUBTERRANEAN TERMITES - MINNESOTA - A new property found infested in St. Paul; 
house within few blocks of properties previously found infested. (Minn. Ins. 
Rpt.). 


HYMENOPTERONS - RHODE ISLAND - Many complaints concerning wasps, hornets and yellow- 
jackets received from all areas of State. (Mathewson, Hansen).

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HAWAIIAN INSECT NOTES 


The following reports were submitted by the Hawaiian Entomological Society and 
were abstracted from the "Notes and Exhibitions" in the minutes of the August 14, 
1961, meeting. 


A NITIDULID (Conotelus mexicanus) - A specimen was collected in Kapulehu 

Forest Reserve, March 24, 1961,at 1,980 feet by L. W. Quate. Although this is the 
second record from Hawaii, it is reported now because of its potential damage to 
local crops. This pollen-feeding species was first recorded from Oahu, Kauai and 
Maui in 1955. Det. by Amy Suehiro. (L. W. Quate). 


A DELPHACID (Chloriona kolophon) - Female specimens were collected in June 1961, 
in a light trap at Waipio, Oahu, but positive identification was not made until 
males were obtained in July. About a dozen specimens have been collected in light 
traps at Waipio and Ewa, Oahu,and 4 adults were collected sweeping grass (Eleusine 
indica) in an alfalfa field at Ewa. This is apparently a grass feeding species. 
First report for State according to ARS records. Det. by J. W. Beardsley. A 
GELECHIID (Dichomeris sp.) - Larvae and adults found at Ewa, Oahu, during July 
when species damaged alfalfa. This is a widespread genus containing several 
species of economic importance. Det. by J. F. G. Clarke. A light infestation of 
CITRUS MEALYBUG (Pseudococcus citri) found on sugarcane at Ewa, Oahu. Although 
reported on sugarcane in other parts of the world, this is the first record on 
this host in Hawaii as far as is known. The mealybugs were in small colonies on 
the leaves at the juncture of the leaf sheath and leaf blade and were being tended 
by the ARGENTINE ANT (Iridomyrmex humilis). (J. W. Beardsely). 
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
